"Did he at any time say this 
to you or this in substance: 1 shall 
have to kill you when I get out of 
here?' " 


The courtroom was crowded and 


Evelyn Thaw turned appealiugly to 
Justice Mills. She begged to be al- 
lowed not to answer, because she 
said she knew she would incur his 
everlasting animosity and her atti- 
tude that she believed he might 
carry out his alleged threat- She 
also urged with some show of feeling 
that she was still Thaw's wife, and 
no matter how he had treated her 
she did. not want to testify against 
Mm. - But -the - court. Tided -that- the, 


t could "decKne 'to answer were 
that it*would tend to incriminate her. 
and hp added he did not see how 
that would be applicable to her situ- 
ation. 


Replies In Low Tone. 


Then 
Evelyn Thaw 
answered. 


"Yes, he did." She spoke in a low 
•voice. "What were his words?" de- 
manded Mr. Clarke. 


"He said, *When I get out of here 


I suppose I will have to kill you."* 


"Why did he say that?" "We wer& 


discussing his mental condition. I 
had asked him what he meant, and 
he said: *You know I was not crazy 
on the night that I shot White.' I 
asked him again and he said: Tou 
Tmow that I missed White by two 
minuter on the day before.* " 


Thaw, when asked about his wife's 


testimony after court, said he was 
not surprised at her attitude, but he 
emphatically denied that he ever 
threatened her life.

Port Hurcn. Mich., July 16.—A few 


hours after the body of Louis Rosen- 
berg, a Cleveland cigarmaker, was 
found concealed in the rushes on a 
lonely island in the St. Clair flats. 
Frank Elbera, whose home is also In 
Cleveland, committed suicide in his 
room at Joe Bedcre's summer resort. 
Sam Frisbie, also of Cleveland, is in 
jail here, charged with being an ac- 
complice in the murder, and has 
made a confession to Prosecutor 
Stewart. 


The three znen met at Bedore's ho- 


tel, where they had gone for a vaca- 
tion. They attended a dance at the 
hotel and Kosenberg showed a roll of 
money. Later Rosenberg's body was 
found lying face downward in the 
rushes on thc shore of a lonely little 
islet about 500 feet from the dance 
hall. There was a deep gash in the 
back of his head. The proprietor of 
the hotel immediately summoued offi-

The man proved to be Frank Elbera, 
His room was searched and ia a suit- 
case was found a revolver and some 
bloody clothes, with nearly S200 in 
money. 
As soon as the examination of El- 


bera's room had disclosed what the 
officers regarded as proof that he 
was the murderer, and that robbery 
had been the motive, they took Into 
custody his roommate, Sam Frisbie 
of Cleveland. 


While the bodies of Elbera and 


Rosenberg were being taken to Algo- 
nac. Frisbie was hurried to the jail 
here and examined by Prosecutor 
Stewart- He told the story of the 
cold-blooded fashion in which Elbera 
knocked Rosenberg in the head with 
the butt of his revolver and then 
held the cigarmaker under water un- 
til he was drowned. 


Frisbie declares that his only part 


in the murder was to assist Elbera 
in draecing Rosenberg's body out of 
the water and into the rushes where 
it was found.

Washington. July 16.—That the 


hitherto pleasant relations that nave 
existed between the White House and 
the capitol are becoming somewhat 
strained is becoming more and more 
apparent as the senate and house 
leaders flock to the executi%-e man- 
sion in vain endeavors to sway the 
president from his determination to 
have the corporation tax amendment 
incorporated in the tariff bill. 


A last effort has been made by the 


conferees to induce the president to 
consent to the striking out of the 
corporation tax amendment without 
much success. The pres'de'it ^not 
only told Senator Aldrich and Chair- 
man Payne "that he would not with- 
draw from his position in favor of 
this tax, bu- that he was assured of 
sufficient votes to keep the provision 
iu the bill and to insure its adoption 
in both houses. The president reiter- 
ated this, position to several of, Tijs 
callers, and is said to have told_them 
that he had been absolutely confident 
from the first of the enactment of 
this tax into law. 


Pains were taken at" the' White 


House to make it clear that Presi- 
dent Taft did not send for Messrs. 
Aldrich and Payne, despite the inti- 
mation given out in legislative^ cir- 
cles that these two leaders had been 
summoned by Mr. Taft upon- word 
reaching his ears that the corpora- 
tion tax was about to be dashed to 
pieces on the rocks. The conference,

the president that he send personally 
for the senators to whom the pledges 
to stand firm were given, and that if 
they consented to release the con- 
ferees, the latter would be glad to go 
ahead and accept the lower rates. 
The president, it is declare-!, has 
adopted this suggestion, and during 
the past two days has had talks with 
senators who stand back of several 
of the schedules. From outward in- 
dications, however. It is assumed that 
not much progress has been made. 
All of these newly discovered facts 
have revived the talk of a possible 
veto by President Taft when ihe bill 
reaches him. 


Deluged With Protests. 


The president's mail for two weeks 


or more has been heavy with letters 
urging him to veto any bill conform- 
ing to the senate measure. 


The president, according to author- 


itative information, is still hoprfai 
that out of the conference considera- 
tion will come a satisfactory meas- 
ure. The president has indicated to 
the conferees that he is particularly, 
interested in securing free hides. 
fre oil, free coal and a material re- 
duction in the lumber schedule. He 
also has expressed his interest in 
other schedules which have to do- 
with the necessities of life.
